Shreveport. La., Ju n e 14.— This city 
and vicinity has been In a state of 
feverish excitem ent and unrest since 
Jo h n Gray Foster, a prominent plant­ 
er. was shot and killed by Prince E d ­ 
wards, a negro employed on the F os­ 
te r plantation, five miles east of this 
city. Armed posses of white men have 


been scouring the country for miles 
around in an attem pt to capture Ed­ 
wards. 
A dozen or more negroes who 
are under arrest have been confined in 
Kennebew s’ store and what fate may 
have in store for them is uncertain. 
Foster was widely known and very 
popular, 
He was a brother-in-law of 
Governor McMillan c f Tennessee and 
belonged to one of the oldest families 
in this state. 
There had 
been bad feeling 
for 
some tim e past between the negroes 
and overseers on the Foster planta­ 
tion and Foster was appealed to to 
settle the differences. 
The 
planter 
started to see the negroes and upon 
reaching a negro cabin he was fired 
upon and killed. 
There were a dozen 
or more negroes in the cabin and they 
broke and ran in all direction*. 
The 
overseers were 
quickly 
joined by 
other men and it was not long before 
all the negroes were arrested except 
Prince Edwards, who did the shoot­ 
ing. 
Posses were quickly formed and 
started on a hunt for the negro, hut 
as yet have made no further arrests. 
Shortly after midnight the guards 
started for Denton with their prison­ 
ers. 
They hope to make the-place by 
daylight and thus prevent a possible 


lynching.

Shreveport. La., June 14.—This city 
and vicinity has been in a state of 
feverish excitement and unrest since 
John Gray Foster, a prominent plant­ 
er, was shot and killed by Prince Ed­ 
wards, a negro employed on the Fos­ 
te r plantation, five miles east of this 
city. Armed posses of white men have 


been scouring the country for miles 
around In an attem pt to capture Ed­ 
wards. A dosen or more negroes who 
are under arrest have been confined in 
Keanebews* store and what fate may 
have in store for them J s uncertain. 
Foster was widely known and very 
popular. 
He was a brother-in-law of 
Governor McMillan of Tennessee and 
belonged to one of the oldest families 
In this state. 
There had been bad feeling 
for 
some time past between the negroes 
and overseers on the Foster planta* 
lion and Foster was appealed to to 
settle the differences. 
The planter 
started to see the negroes and upon 
reaching a negro cabin he was Bred 
upon and killed. There were a doten 
or more negroes in the cabin and they 
broke and ran In all directions.

overseers were

other men and It was not long before 
all the negroes were arrested except 
Prince Edwards, who did the shoot­ 
ing. Posses were quickly formed and 
started on a hunt for the negro, bat 
as yet have made no further arrests. 
Shortly after midnight the guards 
started for Renton with their prison­ 
ers. They hope to make the-place by 
daylight and thus prevent a possible
